WASHINGTON (APi - Presi­ 
dent Johnson was taken by am ­ 
bulance to Bethesda Naval Hos­ 
pital early today suffering from 
what the White House called a 
respiratory infection and at 7 49 
a m. he was described as sleep­ 
ing intermittently.

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The Natives Are Not Friendly 


The Eager Red Cap 


The news from Saigon fans embers of 
memory about far-off days when all op­ 
ponents of the central Chinese govern­ 
ment were called “bandits.” 
Opponents of the central regime In 
South Viet Nam are given various names. 
But the underlying fact is that the central 


regime and the representatives of the 
United States struggling to shore up its 
tottering structure are surrounded by Viet­ 
namese who do not approve of them. 
It is easy to designate the Communist 
enemy of South Viet Nam by name—im­ 
possible to know the enemy on sight. He 
wears the same clothes, speaks the same 
language, thinks the same thoughts 
When he and his friends are smashing 
a U.S. library, as they did this week, 
or bombing a hotel, as they did previously. 
or shooting down a helicopter bearing 
U.S. “advisers,” as they do all the time, 
there is no way to tell who is on one side 
and who is on the other. 


Only the U.S. “ advisers” can be identi­ 
fied on sight. 
Only the United States can be singled 
out as the foreign “invader.” 
It is undoubtedly true that the Viet­ 
namese hate one another; they prove 
it day by day with the atrocities they 
commit. 
But because blood is thicker than mili­ 
tary assistance and foreign aid, they share 
a common dislike of the Americans help­ 
ing them to fight a war they do not 
understand. 
They understood why war was neces­ 
sary when it was time for France to be 
forced out of Indo-China. But they find it 
hard to understand why war now is neces­ 
sary against the people who fought against 
France. 
They are told it is because these people 
are Communists; that Communists want 
to destroy their liberty. Until France was 
forced to leave Indochina, they alwavs 
thought liberty was being rid of the 
French. 


America The Beautiful 


Political partisanship and contrary opin­ 
ion being what they are, President John­ 
son's proposal for beautifying highways 
built with federal funds will generate crit­ 
icism and opposition. 
But what is there, really, to oppose? 
Who wants to take a stand against Amer­ 
ica the Beautiful? 
The principle is soundly established that 
highways should not be subject to the taw­ 
dry mess that unregulated commercialism 
ultimately produces. States have made a 
valiant and generally successful effort to 
keep such eyesores as infestations of bill­ 
boards and junkyards out of sight. They 
have fenced out the encroachment of ev­ 
erything that doesn't belong on a modern 
highway. 
Federal standards of design and safety 
have cleared rights of way of the rubble 
of roadside construction that turned some 
of the nation’s famous old highways into 
corridors of architectural horror 


Gone and not regretted is the one-time 
practice of gouging highways through hills 


and letting erosion run its devastating 
course for years to come. 
Imaginative designers have created new 
and spectacular standards of beauty, like 
the Merritt Parkway in Connecticut, with 
its beautiful landscaping, and the Ohio 
Turnpike, with its fistas of rolling country­ 
side and grass-covered berms and cuts.

Almost 20 years ago, the special Senate 
Campaign Investigating Committee listen­ 
ed to similar charges against Sen. Theo­ 
dore G. Bilbo of Mississippi, accused of 
inciting whites “to commit acts of vio­ 
lence and 
intimidation 
against 
Negro 
voters” during his 1946 campaign for the 
Democratic senatorial nomination. 
A Mississippi citizens’ petition charged 
that Bilbo in campaign 
speeches 
had 
“advocated, counseled, inspired, encour­ 
aged, incited, aided and abetted” white 
voters to keep Negro voters from the 
polls. Although the exact words used by 
Bilbo were in dispute, the senator gave 
his own version in a radio round-table 
discussion on Aug. 9: “ I said the beat 


way to keep a nigger away from the 
white Democratic primary was to see 
him the night before ” 
When the name of Bilbo was reached 
in the first Senate roll call of the 1947 
session, a resolution was offered by Sen. 
Taylor, D. Ind., to deny him the oath, 
pending further investigation of charges 
evolving from the 1946 campaign. The 
challenge was countered with a resolu­ 
tion by Sen. Overton 
ID La.) which 
would have allowed Bilbo to take the 
oath, without prejudice to the right of 
the Senate later to pass upon his claim 
to a seat. 
Sen. Overton launched a filibuster. Re­ 
publican leadership, including Sen. Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, chairman of the Re­ 
publican steering committee, which had 
voted unanimously to bar Bilbo, worked 
out a truce under which the Mississippian 
would stand aside temporarily. He died 
the following August of cancer without 
returning to Washington. 
If a serious case against the Mississip- 
pains is pressed, precedent would call for 
a two-thirds m ajority vote before they 
could be unseated.

Sociological news sometimes 
blends significantly with polit­ 
ical news. On the night of the 
inauguration. President Johnson 
and Vice Pres- 
ident 
H u m - 
p h r e y a n d 
their wives at­ 
tended

lavish balls in 
different parts 
of the national 
capital. While 
Negroes have 
been guests at 
many a social David lawreaea 
function of the Republican or 
Democratic party in the past, 
the number attending the Demo­ 
cratic party celebrations was 
far in excess of anything wit­ 
nessed heretofore. 
The Negro couples were as 
well dressed 
as any of the 
whites, and they usually danced 
only with each other 
At the 
Sheraton-Park Hotel this cor­ 
respondent observed one excep­ 
tion. though there may have 
been others not noticed in the 
big crowds at this or the balls 
going on simultaneously in four 
other locations in the city. 
Actually, 
President 
Johnson 
danced with a colored woman 
at the ball in the armory. 
This is probably the first time 
In history that a president has 
done so on such a public oc­ 
casion. The Negroes, however, 
for the most part stayed in 
small groups apart from the 
rest of the celebrants. Maybe 
this was due to the fact that, 
because of the large attendance, 
people were inclined to mingle 
and dance with their friends 
anyhow. 


IN THE INAUGURAL parade 
also there was integration. Ev­ 
ery military unit seemed 
to 
have its percentage of Negroes 
marching with white youths in 
uniform. Personnel of the or­ 
chestras at the inaugural balls, 
however, were all-white or all- 
Negro. In the restaurants and 
hotels, there was a consider­ 
able patronage by Negro women 
in 
fashionable 
attire 
accom­ 
panied by Negro escorts in for­ 
mal dress. 
The population of Washington 
is 58 per cent Negro, but only 
in the last two or three years 
has there been any effort to de­ 
velop really big political organi­ 
zations among ifs Negroes. So 
it can be assumed that a large 
percentage of the Negro guests 
at the inaugural celebrations 
came from other parts of the 
country. Many Negores in busi­ 
ness and the professions today 
are affluent, and Negroes oc­ 
cupy important posts in local 
governments, 
which naturally 
bring them within the political 
circle. 
But in these days of 
emphasis on “ equal opportuni­ 
ty.” there apparently is still a 
"racial 
im balance” 
at 
social 
functions 
There is, of course, very evi­ 
dent nowadays in most states of 
movements designed to elimi­ 
nate discrimination, particularly 
in political fields.

For dec­ 
ades it has been recognized that 
there have been many children 
born of illegitimate unions be­ 
tween Negroes and whites in 
the North and the South 
This point has been raised in 
discussions about the interm ar­ 
riage problem, as predictions 
are often heard that, if the laws 
on mixed marriages are re­ 
pealed.

that this would increase the

U.S. Deficit Rishi*;

The U S balance of payments 
deficit is taking a fresh and 
alarming turn for the worse. 
Administration 
officials 
are 
anxiously studying new figures 
that indicate that gold and dol­ 
lars poured out of the United 
States at a $5 billion a year 
clip in the final three months 
of 1964 
The fourth quarter losses are 
so big that informed officials 
are predicting that 
President 
Johnson will take fresh steps 
to staunch the outflow. 
"We can't sit back in the 
light of these developments.” a 
high official said. "We need to 
take a new look but quick ” 


THE LOSSES are the biggest 
that the United States has suf­ 
fered since the second quarter 
of 1963 when gold and dollars 
flowed abroad at $5,256 billion 
annual rate and prompted the 
late President Kennedy to adopt 
an emergency program to cut 
the payments deficit. 
Kennedy called for a penalty 
tax on purchases of foreign se­ 
curities, a broad drive to boost 
exports, and reductions in gov­ 
ernment overseas spending. The 
Federal Reserve System simul­ 
taneously tightened credit and 
boosted short - term 
interest 
rates. 
Officials 
do 
not 
rule 
out 
another credit tightening move 
but they believe that the ad­ 
ministration is more likely to 
place its chief reliance on se­ 
lective, direct controls. 
Only very preliminary fourth 
quarter figures currently are 
available. 
They 
suggest 
that 
commercial banks are causing 
much of the balance of pay­ 
ments deterioration by substan­ 
tially increasing their loans to 
foreign borrowers.

Kids, Pythons And Buffalo 
Viet Nam’s ‘Other 


Viet Nam is not alt Viet Cong aggression, guerrilla 
attacks and bombings in Saigon. 


It has “another side,” as one of Unde Sam’s 25.000 
“tourists” has discovered 


American advisers in the beleagured and divided nation 
carry sidearms when on mission*. And many are as “quick 
on the draw” with their cameras when off duty. 


Spcl. 5C Michael A. Walton of East Liverpool, station­ 
ed at Can Tho with an Army Signal Corp* unit, has met a 
pet python, the ubiquitous water buffalo — and friendly 
tikes. 


HE GINGERLY handled a IO foot python owned by 
Americans In Can Tho as a “house pet." Hwy did have two 
of them, but the Vietnamese killed and ate one. The pythons 
inhabit the lush jungles of the Mekong Delta, but apparent­ 
ly are harmless — except for occasional forays into a pig 
pen or chicken coop. 


Can Tho is the site of one of several U. S. military 
bases in the delta region south of Saigon, and there are 
a number of small village* in the area. 


And virtually all have a buffalo or two for cultivation 
of rice paddies or other farming. The big-homed animals 
are used as beasts of burden and are die equivalent of a 
farm tractor, but too valuable for food purposes. 


A herd recently attacked a military column, goring 
several Vietnamese soldiers and a U. S. adviser. 


All Viet Nam villages have their quota of children who 
never cease wondering about their American protectors — 
and the average serviceman return* the interest. 


Walton’s communication* company last week took up a 
collection to buy undergarments for the children alter ob­ 
serving that many lacked sufficient clothing. In the hot 
humid delta country, they need little. 


“SHAVE AND A haircut — two bits” doesn't apply to 
Can Tho’s barbers. They set up shop in the city’s palm- 
lined park and give a haircut for the equivalent of an Ameri­ 
can dime. The servicemen have their own barbering facility. 


Every town ha* its temple or church — or both, for 
the Buddhist and Catholic congregation* — and the archi­ 
tects of the Christian church usually manage to include 
some pagoda-like adornment on the exterior. 


Few of the visitors are able to master the Vietnamese 
language and the names on the sign posts pointing to the 
various communities usually end up in some sort of ab­ 
breviated, phonetically similar pronunciation for direction. 


Can Tho’s nearby air base has the usual barbed wire 
perimeter, with sand-bagged machine gun emplacements, 
and toe sentries and patrols are doubled after dark to guard 
against guerrilla attack* or infiltration. 


WHILE THE “other side” of Viet Nam is interesting 
to the Americans, they seldom forget their purpose in the 
South East Asia country. 


Walton wrote in a recent letter to his parents. Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul Walton of Fawcett St., this excerpt: 


“As for pulling out of Vie! Nam, that is impossible. It is 
frustrating as hell and sometimes it is truly a hardship to 
be here, but there aren’t many guys here who would dis­ 
agree when it is said that what we are here for and what 
we are doing is important. 


“We all complain but then that is a time-honored GI 
custom. Deep down, I know the guys are proud to be here 
and to be contributing so closely on a day-to-day basis in 
the fight against communism.” 


Walton, whose wife, Mrs. Sue Walton, and daughter. 
Trad, 2, and son. Mark Alan. 7 months, reside at 140 Rural 
Ln., went to Viet Nam in October. He served previously in 
Germany and Korea, and expect* to ba home in July.

Contrary to the views and 
feelings of the majority of 
stamp collectors everywhere, 
the printers in the U.S. Bur­ 
eau of Engraving and Print­ 
ing, acting under orders from 
the Post Office Department, 
are doing their utmost to as­ 
sure that im) errors appear on 
stamp* and therefore that no 
items of value get to the pub­ 
lic. 
Every precaution was taken 
to prevent the production of 
inverts on the Stuart Davis ab­ 
stract art stamp. Because the 
design of abstract art makes 
it easy for errors to occur, 
the engravers have deliberate­ 
ly made a few so that they 
could know what the boo boos 
looked like. 
The stamps are In t h r e e 
colon and required two press 
runs. This gave greater op­ 
portunity for error. But t h e 
printers would not be undone 
and the hopeful stamp collec­ 
tors were foiled again.

ANSWER: Some astronomers believe the earth was 
formed from gaseous material, which began to turn liquid 
from loss of heat and expansion. The liquid drops worked 
toward the center, making a heavier inner core. As the new 
planet cooled, the outside pail solidified into a crust. 
At first, materials forming the earth were mixed or 
stirred up. But. as metals and rocks formed out of the first 
gassy matter, they tended to separate from each other; the 
heavier metal worked to the center, leaving the lighter rock 
on the outside. The granite rock also separated from other 
material and formed into large patches which are now the 
continents. It was because of this pulling away and sepa­ 
rating that the earth’s materials arranged themselves in 
layers such as we see in the picture. Scientists know about 
these layers through studying earthquakes and their ejects. 
The outer crust is hard and cold and thought to be 3-10 
miles thick under the sea, 20-40 miles thick under the land. 
Under this is the “mantle,” 1800 miles deep, of solid, heavier 
rock and iron. The “outer core,” also of nickel and iron, 
thought to be extremely hot and dense.
